During the four week period ended 28 August 1946, the *12 ecute communicable 
. Giseases included in this report eccounted for 12,403 cases and 2,518 deaths, 
Forty percent of the cases and 45 percent of the deaths were cue to Japanese "BY" 
Gncephelitis. ** Decreases from the case rates in July were recorded for typhoid 
fever, smallpox, typhus fever, malaria and scarlet fever. Increases were re- 
Corded for Gysentery, paratyphoid fever, epidemic meningitis and Japanese "Bi! 
Sneephelitis, Dishtheria remained the same, The incidence of all diseases 
@xcept epidemic meningitis end Japanese "B" encephalitis wes less than in the 
Corresponding period of 194'/, Tnere was no cholera or plague in 1947 or 1948. 


Usually diphtheria reaches a low point for the year in July or August, This 
year the cese rate (9.6) anc the death rate (0.7) were the same in voth months, 

| This was the lowest case rate. recorded for August since 1927 (9.5). It was 

| little more than half the rate in 1947 (18.0) and little more than a fourth of
